OLYMPIC VICTORY

A GOVERNMENT 
boost of 
£l35million 
towards the 2012 
media centres has been 
announced, confirming 
they will be built as 
permanent structures in 
Hackney Wick. 

The centres will house 
around 20,000 journalists 
from across the world, 
reporting to an audience of 
around four billion. The 
new budget includes 
funding to ensure the 
buildings have the 
flexibility to allow for job 
opportunities after the 


Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, a key issue the 
Council has been 
campaigning for. 

The funding towards the 
International Broadcast 
Centre and Main Press 
Centre has been allocated 
to meet a shortfall in 
private sector funding due 
to the global economic 
downturn. 

The Government insists 
the overall £9. 3 billion 
budget will remain 
unchanged. 

Hackney Council Chief 
Executive Tim Shields said: 
“The Council has been 
campaigning for both the 
Main Press Centre and 
International Broadcast 
Centre to be permanent 
buildings in Hackney Wick 


to support a legacy use for 
digital, media and creative 
industries. This news is a 
big step in the right 
direction towards 
providing a meaningful and 
lasting employment legacy 
for local people.

Extra cash for the 
Olympic Village in 
Newham was also 
announced, following a 
meeting of the Olympic 
Funders Group, which 
includes Chancellor Alistair 
Darling, and was also 
attended by Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson. 

Olympics Minister Tessa 
Jowell said: “The Village 


and media centres are 
essential to a successful 
London Games with a real 
lasting legacy. With private- 
sector funding now much 
more difficult to secure 
because of the global 
economic downturn, it is 
right that we take steps to 
safeguard these projects. 

“Lower than anticipated 
construction inflation and 
good progress across the 
project has reduced risks, 
meaning that the overall 
budget is unchanged and 
enough contingency funds 
remain. 

“Increased public 
investment in these projects 
also means that the public 
purse will receive a greater 
share of receipts when they 
are sold after the Games.”

Dalston developments on track 


TfL has begun demolition 
of around 20 former shops 
and flats on Kingsland High 
Street in Dalston as part of 
its project to extend the East 
London line, bringing four 


new London Overground 
stations to the borough. 

Sections of the high street 
will be closed during the 
works, due to finish by 
April, and pedestrian and 


vehicle traffic will be 
maintained throughout. 

The shops will be replaced 
with a new development 
following consultation by 
the Council on planning and 


design guidance which will 
advise potential developers 
and ensure whatever 
replaces the shops is high 
quality and well integrated. 

Residents will also have

Changes in the pipeline 

COME along and find out more about how a £3.2 million 
Thames Water mains replacement scheme in Lower Clapton 
will affect the area. A drop-in session is set to take place on 
28 January, between 4.30pm and 6.30pm, in a mobile unit at 
the junction of Mildenhall Road and Lower Clapton Road, by 
the pond. 

Thames Water will spend the next 1 6 months replacing 
nearly five miles of Victorian pipes with new, tough, and 
flexible plastic in the area around Lea Bridge Road, Lower 
Clapton Road, Millfields Road, Mayola Road, and the River 
Lea. Project manager, Tim Owens, said: "Wherever possible, 
new pipes will be placed inside the old metal ones, which 
means less trench-digging, minimising disruption.” 

Works are scheduled to begin on 1 6 February, and local 
residents will also receive letters informing them about the 
scheme.

Buy-outs, mergers, and 
the death of company 
founders saw a number of 
companies disappear in the 
1970s and 1980s. But now 
the Museum of Childhood 
in Bethnal Green is helping 
preserve Britain’s toy story 
for children of all ages. 

The archives of four 
major manufacturers - 
Lines Brothers, Abbatt Toys, 
Mettoy, and Palitoy - were 
donated to the museum 
when the companies ceased 
trading in the 1970s and 
1980s. Thanks to a 
£244,500 Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) grant, the huge 
collection is now the focus J 
of a three-and-a-half-year m 
project at the museum ™ 
and offers a fascinating look 
at some of the children’s 
best-loved toys over the past 
century.

Corgi cars are among some 
of the old friends in the 
archive, which also includes 
photographs, adverts, 
catalogues and materials 
from the hey-day of British 
toy manufacturing. 

The project will include a 
six-month exhibition; an 
online archive; various 
resources for teachers; and 
heritage based toy-making 
workshops for 
primary 
schools.

W HEN Polish 

labourers were 
found to be 
sleeping in new 
public toilets in Stamford 
Hill a few years ago, it 
became national news.

Fines for underage knife sales 

TWO shopkeepers have been fined £1 ,250 plus combined 
legal costs of £750 for selling a knife to a 1 4-year-old. 

Alhaj Zengl, owner of Pound Plus store on Chatsworth Road, 
and employee Belkheir Belhag, were caught out before 
Christmas during a joint Hackney Trading Standards and 
police test purchase initiative using underage volunteers. 
Thames Magistrates Court heard on 7 January how the pair 
had sold the 1 4-year-old volunteer a 1 2-centimetre knife. 
Overall, during Operation Blunt 2 traders were found to be 
acting responsibly but a small minority sold knives to young 
people, and now face legal action. Fiona Fletcher-Smith, 
Corporate Director for Neighbourhoods and Regeneration, 
said: “Our Trading Standards officers will always act 
decisively when traders are found breaking the law in this 
way. Clearly the courts take it very seriously as well.” 

Trading Standards officers in Hackney regularly inform 
licensees of their responsibilities under the law. In 2007 the 
legal age to buy knives was raised from 1 6 to 1 8. Traders 
who sell knives to under-1 8s face a £5,000 fine or six 
months in prison.

Penalty for benefits cheat 

A BENEFITS cheat has received a two-year Community 
Rehabilitation Order for defrauding Hackney taxpayers of 
more than £17,000. 

Samantha Tonge, 34, of Hassett Road, had previously 
pleaded guilty to three charges of failing to notify a change of 
circumstances, concerning receipt of benefits, which is 
contrary to the Social Security Administration Act 1 992. 
Snaresbrook Crown Court heard on 7 January how the fraud 
began in 2003, when she failed to declare to Hackney 
Council that she was receiving Tax Credits. 

As a result, Tonge received a Housing Benefit overpayment of 
£1 3,725.1 0, and a Council Tax Benefit overpayment of 
£3,509.40, which she will have to pay back. 

Judge Tudor Owen said that he had considered a prison 
sentence, but took into account mitigating circumstances 
such as Tonge being the sole carer of five children, and 
sentenced her to a two-year Community Rehabilitation Order.

Richard George, location 
manager for the recent film 
Dead Man Running filmed 
on the Woodberry Down 
Estate - starring 50 Cent, 
Danny Dyer and Brenda 
Blethyn - said: “Due to the 
nature of lower budget 
filmmaking, we had to 
find an estate which could 
serve as two or three 
locations.

SOME of the money raised 
through filming in Hackney is 
used to give budding 
filmmakers a chance to write, 
produce, and direct their own 
short films. 

Now in its 2nd year, the 
New Pathways Film Fund is a 
partnership between 
Hackney, Tower Hamlets, 
and Newham, and is part of 
the London Borough Film 
Fund Challenge. 

The scheme looks for 
original and exciting stories, 
preferably making use of 
locations in the three 
boroughs. 


After scripts were submited 
in September, 15 finalists took 
part in training at 3 Mills 
Studio, E3. A panel of judges 
awarded six bursaries of 
£1,500 - two from Hackney - 
and the winners have been 
filming their work throughout 
January.

Making his 
business fun

B usinessman 

Sinclair Beecham’s 
enthusiasm bubbles 
over as he explains 
why he chose to open his 
first hotel in Hoxton. 

“It’s vibrant, exciting, 
constantly changing, leading 
edge. It’s a buzz of energy, 
charming, and it has a soul.” 

He had no former 
experience of running a 
hotel when he opened the 
Hoxton Hotel in Great 
Eastern Street. But then he 
had no experience of 
running a sandwich chain 
when he co-founded Pret a 
Manger - and that became a 
runaway success. When he 
and his business partner sold 
Pret last year, its price-tag 
was reported to be an 
impressive £345m. 

Hackney had two 
attractions for Sinclair when 
he chose the location for his 
new venture in September 
2006 - the hotel would be 
within easy reach of the City, 
and it would be in an up- 
and-coming borough. 
Hackney’s restaurants, 
coffee bars, clubs and pubs, 
markets and art galleries are 
unrivalled anywhere else in 


London. 

“When you stay in a hotel, 
you want to stay somewhere 
where you feel good about 
yourself,” he says. “I love the 
bars and restaurants here 
and I try to encourage guests 
to visit them. I publish a 
guide for them so they don’t 
just come to our restaurant.” 

Sinclair is clearly a real fan 
and lists among his personal 
favourites, Canteloupe, 
Shoreditch House, 
Loungelover, and The Diner. 

The 50-year-old 
entrepreneur, who started 
his working life as a cashier 
at NatWest Bank, says the 
secret to his success is to 
think like a customer. 

He was inspired to open a 
hotel after becoming fed up 
with paying “£3 for a can of 
Coke from the mini bar or 
£2.50 for a Kit Kat.” Water 
in guests’ rooms is free at the 
Hoxton Hotel and drinks, 
snacks and alcohol are sold 
at supermarket prices from 
the reception desk. 

The father-of-two said: 

“As a customer it really 
annoys me to be ripped off. 
I’d like to be treated with 
respect. Too many people 
lose sight of the customer.” 

And it is that

Cheryl Day, head 
teacher of Clapton Girls’, 
said: “The event was a 
fantastic opportunity for 
pupils to talk about the 
impact the diary and 
working with the Anne 
Frank Trust has had on 
them, as well as how 
relevant they believe the 
diary’s themes are today.” 


Discovering Jamaican past 


A UNIQUE education pack 
for Hackney schools about the 
impact of the first wave of 
Jamaican immigrants on 
British history was launched at 
the House of Lords. 

Living Under One Roof - 
Windrush and Beyond was 
unveiled at Conversation on 
Community Cohesion, hosted 
by peers Baroness Amos and 
Baroness Howells. 

The event included an 
introduction to the Windrush 
primary schools resource 
pack, with presentations by 


Hackney children, teachers 
and Windrush parents and an 
open discussion on building 
community cohesion. 

Maud Blair, Education 
Improvement Adviser at The 
Learning Trust, said: “Living 
Under One Roof - Windrush 
and beyond is a unique and 
important resource, and not 
just for educationalists in 
Hackney, but across the UK. 
“It has all the necessary 
information plus an array of 
materials and tools to teach 
our children about an 


important landmark event in 
the history of modern Britain. 
It details the hopes, dreams 
and aspirations of the 
Jamaicans who arrived, as well 
as the broad contribution they 
have made to British society.”

MOFOKENG is a photographer 
on the up from South Africa. 
This is his first solo exhibition 
in the UK; a black and white 
collection of gritty images of 
everyday life in his homeland. 
He has recorded people in 
their home territory, and his 
collection of stark images tells 
the broader story of life in 
South Africa for black people. 
Hinged on apartheid, he 
challenges the viewer by 
showing both intimate people 


images and lost open 
landscapes. By keeping the 
focus on his subjects - or non- 
subjects - open and frequently 
off centre, the ‘innocent’ 
composition of his work is the 
common thread. 

Locals are photographed 
passing by a huge billboard 
advert, and relaxed friends are 
captured happily dining and 
dancing together in modest 
surroundings. 

A chicken is pictured in a 
blacked-out room, and two 
goats stand nonchalantly 
shoulder-to-shoulder. 

Also thrown into this mix are 
pictures of brick walls - stand- 
alone images that seem to 
reinforce the sense of the 


dreary built environment 
contrasted by the great natural 
landscapes. 

All are elements of what these 
South African people live with 
everyday, great expanses, 
wandering animals, dusty 
modern advertising and 
modest property. He has 
captured their fabric and in 
doing so gives a window to the 
windowless. 

We are looking at images of 
people who live the underdog 
life, a very different world to 
those for whom it is likely the 
photographs were taken for.

TO first of all be clear. This is a play to enjoy in 
its own right. 

If beautifully lit and choreographed fight dance, 
rhythmic, catchy music and a colourful set are 
your thing, you will be happy to overlook the 
fact that the script is slightly rambling and 
littered with profanities. 

If you are hoping to find more than an echo of 
Euripides in this tale of fighting in 1 920s 
Brazilian society you may be a little thrown. 
Capoeira is a Brazilian martial art incorporating 
diverse elements of African culture including 
dance, music, acrobatics and various flighting 


forms and the merging of two cultural forms 
both involving ritual, war and passion. 
Interspersed with a dazzling display of this, is 
the story of a trail of murders; a cunning hero 
of the people with a personal score to settle; 
and a coke-addicted police chief who each day 
leaves a rose on the spot where he killed a 
woman, and promptly fell in love with her. 

The drama seems to tail off towards the end - 
there is a moment where it seemed ready to 
wrap up - but then continued for an epilogue 
of sex and death.

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Pausing for 
reflection

T HE death of 

playwright, actor, 
director, screenwriter 
and Nobel Prize 
winner Harold Pinter in 
December made headlines 
around the world. 

Pinter’s work has 
embedded itself in British 
culture. His plays, best 
known for the pregnant 
pauses in their dialogue, 
have brought the phrase 
Tinteresque’ into the 
vernacular, and his most 
famous works - The 
Caretaker, The 
Homecoming and The 
Birthday Party - are often 
set for GCSE and A-level. 

The man whose name is 
on our lips every time we 
feel stalked by hidden 
menace began life in 
Hackney on October 10, 
1930. His father, Jack, a 
tailor with artistic leanings, 
and his mother Francesca, 
were both Jewish. The Pinter 
family had migrated from 
Portugal, while Francesca’s 
family was from Poland. 

Pinter attended Hackney 
Downs Grammar School, 
where he was influenced by 
teacher Joseph Brearley, who 
had an infectious passion for 
drama and poetry. He cast 
15 -year-old Pinter as 
Macbeth in a modern 
production of the play, 
dressed in a major-general’s 
uniform. The young actor 
liked it so much he wore it 
on the bus to his home in 
Thistlewaite Road. 

For many years Brearley

and Pinter took long 
walks in the Hackney area, 
discussing literature and 
quoting poetry and plays to 
each other. Pinter never 
forgot those walks, and 
when Brearley died in 1977, 
he wrote a poem recalling 
them with great affection. 

The Second World War 
saw Pinter evacuated, but he 
returned during the Blitz. 

His 1989 screen adaptation 
of Elizabeth Bowen’s The 
Heat of the Day suggests the 
impact of his experiences in 
wartime London. 

In 1963, Pinter returned to 
Hackney with what a Los 
Angeles reporter - and 
former Hackney Downs 
Pupil - described as ‘a 
gallant band of enthusiasts’ 
to make a film of The 
Caretaker. Titled ‘Grimy 
London Suburb May Rival 
Hollywood’, the Archives 
copy of the article has a 
handwritten protest added 
by the journalist: “I didn’t 
write the headline! ! ” 

Shot in an attic rented 
from the London County 
Council, the film was 
funded in what the Times 
considered ‘a curious and 


encouraging fashion’. 
Pinter, director Clive 
Donner, producer Lord 
Birkett and stars Donald 
Pleasance and Alan Bates, 
together with Broadway 
actor Robert Shaw, formed 
Caretaker Films Ltd, taking 
no pay until the film began 
to make a profit. 

Pinter wrote, but never 
published, The Queen Of All 
The Fairies, a rather scathing 
account of his youth in the 
borough. The first page 
refers to Hackney’s 
proliferation of milk bars, 
Italian cafes, 50 shilling 
tailors and barber shops. 

Pinter’s career carried him 
far from his Hackney 
upbringing. Yet in an 
interview with BBC Radio 3, 
Peter Hall - who directed 
several of Pinter’s plays in 
the 1960s and 1970s - 
commented with admiration 
that most of his writing 
reflects a Cockney idea of 
taking the mickey, which 
Hall felt was essential to 
both Cockney comedy, and 
to Pinter’s, comedy.

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Double fine 


for dodgers 

FARE dodgers now face a 
hefty fine on the capital’s 
transport network - more 
than double the old £20 
penalty. 

Anyone caught on bus, 

Tube, DLR and London 
Overground services 
without a valid ticket or 
Oyster will pay £50- 
although Transport for 
London (TfL) has also 
introduced an ‘early 
payment incentive’, so if a penalty is paid within 21 days 
the fine will be halved to £25. 

The increase aims to deter more evaders, who cost fare 
paying Londoners £70 million pounds each year. 

Steve Burton, TfL’s Director of Community Safety, 
Enforcement and Policing, said: “Fare evasion is low on our 
network, but it still costs Londoners millions of pounds. 
“This is unfair on our honest passengers, so we are making 
the penalty fare more effective to reassure them that we 
are tackling this issue head on.”

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THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy 
of Water House - an eco-friendly restaurant alongside the 
Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. Chef Ben Spice was born in 
London, but his family moved to Cornwall when he was nine to 
run a smallholding. 

Ben said: “I have great memories of pork and beans. I would 
help my dad with the pigs - then when I got in the door that 
evening I would probably be eating a relative of the pig I had been mucking out! 
“Pork and beans is a very versatile dish that can be easily adapted. I don’t think I 
have ever had it the same way twice. Try adding butternut squash, spinach or 
something of your own choice. I love the combination of the rich, slightly sweet 
sauce with some jalapenos, smoked paprika or Tabasco.”

• 2lb/1 Kg belly pork (chopped into approx 
1 inch/25mm pieces) 

• 4 tablespoons wholemeal/white flour 

• 2 teaspoons crushed pepper or to taste 

• 2 teaspoons sea salt or to taste 

• 3 tablespoons approx olive oil or butter 

• 4 large onions chopped 

• 6/8 cloves garlic 

• 3 tablespoons black strap molasses (I buy mine 
from a local health food shop) 

• y 2 pint/300mls boiling water 

• 2 x 400g tins tomatoes 

• 6 tablespoons tomato puree 


Method 

• If using dried beans soak overnight. Boil for 
1 0 mins and cook for a further 45 mins until 
soft but not mushy 

• Place flour in bowl or plastic bag with pepper 
and salt, add pork and coat thoroughly 

• Heat oil or butter in pan and fry pork in 
batches until golden. Place in casserole dish 
Fry onions in same pan as pork until 
translucent. Add tomatoes and stir. Add 
everything in pan to the pork 
Dissolve molasses in the boiling water, pour 
over pork, add the rest of the ingredients. Stir 
thoroughly

Olcay Aniker has been Homelessness 
Assessment Manager for six years 

Due to the sheer diversity of combat the causes of 
Hackney’s communities, the 
service carries out regular 
consultations and outreach 
events to better understand 
service users’ needs. 


Olcay said: “We aim to 
provide friendly, responsive 
services, delivered by well- 
trained and customer- 
focused staff.” 

“We want to to ensure that 
everyone can access a 
service which is sensitive to 
their specific needs. We also 
work with the Government 
and the voluntary sector to 


homelessness and tackle 
unemployment among 
homeless people.” 

The Service also works 
closely with the Council’s 
Housing Advice and Options 
Team to prevent people 
from being made homeless. 
Olcay added: “The Charter 
Mark is confirmation of our 
team and the Council’s 
dedication to service 
delivery. 

“At the end of the day it is 
residents who are the real 
beneficiaries.” 


T HE award-winning 
Homelessness 
Assessment Service 
works to help those 
with nowhere to live, and 
also to help those people 
at risk of becoming 
homeless. 

Being made homeless is 
immensely stressful, and 
the service aims to be as 
sensitive, swift, and clear 
as possible when handling 
enquiries and assessments. 

There are a number of 
reasons why someone 
may face homelessness, 
including redundancy; 
unlawful eviction or 
harassment; domestic 


violence; and mortgage or 
rent arrears. 

The unit can offer 
advice on tenants’ rights, 
and also works closely 
with the police, the 
Probation Service, and 
women’s refuge projects. 

Last year, after an 
extensive review, it 
became one of a growing 
number of Council teams 
to receive Charter Mark, a 
government standard for 
excellence in customer 
service. 

The accompanying 
report added that the 
team “recognises its 
position in the front line 
within the borough and 
discharges its 
responsibilities with 
integrity, professionalism 
and sensitivity.”
